How many of us would presume to consid- 
er ourselves worthy to be united with an all- 
perfect, all-good God at the instant of death?

Catholics, we accept the doctrine that Pur- 
gatory is the process of cleansing, that it is 
the interrfiediate stage between this life and 
heaven, where our accrued obligations are 
satisfied, so that we can be joined in ecstatic 
joy to the pure and holy God forever. 

he month of November is an opportune 
time in which to discuss Purgatory because 
it is the month during which the Church asks 
us “to be mindful of those who have gone 
before us.” We, the living, should also accept 
it as a time to be mindful of the fact that at 
some inevitable time—the next instant, per- 
haps—we may find ourselves in the category 
of “those who have gone before...” 

There is nothing new about the denial of 
the doctrine of Purgatory. In the first cen- 
turies of Christianity, the Arian heresy de- 
nied the existence of Purgatory and: disputed 
the usefulness of praying for the dead. 
Martin Luther at first acknowledged that 
there was something quite real and certain 
about Purgatory, but later, for his own pur- 
poses, rejected the idea. Protestants, gen-

rally speaking, deny the doctrine of Pur- 
gatory today, although some of them, using 
their God-given intelligence, have to admit 
that there is a state: between Heaven and 
Hell in which the soul, 1f necessary, is purged 
or cleansed before it is privileged to enter 
the sight of God. The view of this minority 
group of Protestants differs from the Catho- 
lic view in that it holds that the souls held 
in the “middle place” may assist themselves 
in winning freedom from it. The Catholic 
doctrine, of course, is that the souls in Pur- 
gatory are unable to help themselves and can 
be aided only by the prayers and good works 
offered in their behalf by those on earth. 
Some of those who deny the doctrifies of 
Purgatory go so far as.to claim that the 
Church has “invented” Purgatory to provide 
its priests with a device for getting money in 
exchange for prayers and Masses for the 
dead. To such people, the Church “invents” 
all of the facets of its religion which they re- 
gard as “difficult.” One good answer to such 
people is that the Church would be taking 
the hard way indeed by “inventing” not only 
Purgatory, but also Lent, Confession, the ob- 
ligation of Sunday Mass and other practices 
when it would be so much easier and more

How. wrong we were! Archbishop Ci- 
cognani gave us a beautifully developed 
homily on the text from St. Paul: “Piety is 
useful for all things.” 

That is his way. The leading article in 
a recent news-release reported a speech he 
made at Georgetown University. Did he 


_give his opinion on the Bricker Amend- 


ment, World Federalism, the Geneva Con- 
ference? No. “Sinee God is the Supreme 
Truth,” he said, “man must center himself 
upon Him.” That was his theme, | 

As the Josephinum Review reported, 
summarizing his years in Washington, “Not 
once in his 22 years as Delegate has Arch- 
bishop Cicognani provided the morning 
papers with the heavy black headlines 
designed to up circulation. Nor is the reason 
far to seek: he deals in principles, not per- 
sonalities. He doesn’t expend his energies 
in composing and delivering addresses cal- 
culated to send his hearers off on emotional 
outbursts; he refuses to waste his time 
arguing the Catholic position with those 
whose insincerity is apparent; and he stead- 
fastly: avoids embroiling himself in the 
dubious winds of American politics. With 
rare tact and great common sense, he has 
served the Church as Apostolic Delegate 
through an era that has run the gamut from 
depression to prosperity, from hot war to 
cold war, from pre-atomic to atomic age.’ 

Archbishop Amleto G. Cicognani was 
only 22’ when he was ordained just. 50 
rears ago this fall — and 22 of those priest- 
ty years have been spent in exile from his 
native land, serving the Holy See as Apos- 
tolic Delegate to the United States. He has 
already served twice as long as any of his 
predecessors. 

When he was first appointed on St. 
Patrick’s Day, 1933, there were only 29,782 
priests in the country; now there are 46,970, 
The Catholic population has grown from 
20 to 32 million, and the Heirarchy, from 
118 to 208 members. It is probable that 
Archbishop Cicognani has consecrated more 
Bishops than any other individual in the 
history of the Church in the VU. S.—47. 

The secret of American Catholic affec- 
tion for this kindly diplomat is the quite 
obvious fact that he loves America and that 
he has a profound appreciation of American 
Catholicism. 

He says that he has been “very happy 
here, due to the kindness shown me by 
priests and people.” Of the clergy, he says: 
“I was privileged to deal with our Bishops, 


, priests, and religious superiors, to see ‘their 


ecclesiastical projects and programs, and 
always I witnessed great things being done 
for the spiritual welfare of their people 
and a great deal in fostering what is direct- 
ed to a faithful practice of religion in the 
home, and -everywhere,” 

Regardigg the laity: “The people re- 
spond with inspiring loyalty and devoted 
cooperation. I have always had a deep ad- 
miration for them, especially on account of 
their understanding that the work of their 
spiritual shepherds is the fulfillment of the 
Gospel of Christ in the family, among 
youth, and in the community.” 

Archbishop Cicognani was ordained in 
Faenza, near his native town of Brisighella, 
Italy. Afterwards, he went to Rome for ade 
vanced studies and took doctorates in the« 
ology, philosophy, and canon law within a 
space of five years. Almost at once he ene 
tered the service of the Holy See. 

‘He recalls.that he started to serve the 
Holy See under St. Pius X, and continued 
under Pope Benedict XV, Pope Pius XI, and 
the reigning Pope Pius XII. “I was privi- 


leged to speak several times with each one 
of them,” he says..

paradise in the short space of the first 
chapter and a half of Genesis, the in- 
spired author proceeds to the subject 
of woman | 

“And the Lord God said: It is not 
good for man to be alone; let us make 
him a help like unto himself. And the 
Lord God having formed out of the 
ground all the beasts of the earth, and 
all of& the fowls of the air, brought 
them to Adam to see what he would 
call them: for whatsoever Adam 
called any living creature the same lis 
its name. And Adam called all the 
beasts by their mames, and all the 
fowls of the air, and all the cattle of 
the field: but for Adam there was not 
found a helper like himself’ (2:18- 
20). 

Thinking about it, one cannot help 
feeling very sorry for Adam, even as 
God Himself did. Here he was, Master 
of the Earth! If we did not know it 
from the first chapter of Genesis 
where God says so, we would know it 
from the fact. that it was Adam who 
was doing the naming—a most sure 
sign, in the mind -of the inspired au- 
thor, of Adam’s authority and do- 
minion over the earth. 

Poor Adam! master of the earth and 
king of all he surveyed, could indeed 
(as the boast goes) ride all day—tfirst 
on a lumbering dinosaur, then, when 
it tired on a fleet antelope or, for the 
sake of gallantry, on the first white 
horse (all of them his willing ser- 
vants)—without leaving his own land. 
Never man possessed as much of the 
material goods of this world. It was 
all his. All the beasts of the earth and 
all the fowls of the air, and all cattle 
of the field had just been passed be- 
fore him. He had observed them, 
weighed all their qualities, penetrated 
their natures—and named them. He 
had not merely reviewed the biggest 
circus parade ever, but God had 
“brought them to Adam to see what 
he would call them.” 

All the truth, beauty, goodness and 
variety of them must have pleased 
Adam, for Adam, with the breath of 
God in him, was most sensitive to the 


As the days for baby’s arrival 
approach, we all start planning what 
baby shall wear. If the child is the 
first one in the family, we study lay- 
ette plans and consult with friends. I 
can still remember my bewilderment 
as to what a baby sacque might be. If 
we mothers-to-be are clever with a 
needle and thread, we make all of 
baby’s clothes. 


I am unfortunately anything but 
clever when it comes to seWing, and I 
resort to buying most. of baby’s 
clothes. But there is one item that can 
seldom be bought. And it will be one 
of the child’s most precious posses- 
sions. I mean the baby’s baptismal 
robe. When our pastor says to my 
babies: 


Receive this white garment and see 
thou carry it unstained before the 
judgment seat of the Lord Jesus. so 
as to attain eternal life, 
my child is blessed with his first great 
sacramental. I am not at all content to 
have the priest place a white napkin 
briefly on the child; and then remove 
it forever. When our last baby, 
Michael, was baptized, Father told the 
assembled children and grown-ups 
that the baby’s soul was so white and 
dazzling that one could scarce look at 
it. To clothe this child, whose soul is 
now made perfect and truly an image 
of God, the Church in its baptismal 
ceremony gives a white garment of 
purity. This garment is meant for a 
sacred sign to.that child for all his life. 
As the garment is white so must he 
always Keep his soul before the Lord. 


We should strive then to provide 
our babies with a robe that in their 
later years can remind them of their 
innocence and their goal in life. Truly, 
at the time of infant baptism a robe 
will have no significance to the child. 
It can, however, become a means of 


reflection of God in the things created 
by God. And, if one may say so,-it 


pleased God to see Adam pleased; they” 


were kindred spirits. : 
But the pleasure didn’t last. Having 
seen, reviewed, and named all the 
animals God had made and passed be- 
fore him, Adam found none like him- 
self. If he found none, he must have 
been looking. All the time the animals 
were passing by and Adam was nam- 
ing them, he was looking, and it was 
at the end of seeing all these pairs of 
animals that Adam was lonely.” 


Adam is miserable alone and God 
sees that it isn’t good for him. Even if 
Adam, by some unlikely quirk of his 
masculine nature, didn’t know why, 
God did. When you think about his 
loneliness, it is the same that so often 
beleaguers men today in their quest 
for community in a community-empty 
world, especially before they have 
found their spot or counterpart in life 
and so “settled down.” Loneliness 
courses through their veins even as it 
did through the veins of the father of 
the human race. 


As it unfolds itself: in its terseness 
and finds its solution in the next few

Sometimes his thoughts 
may linger into a thought- 
less conclusion: like, “If. [ 
can’t find a good job, I 
can always teach.” As 
though our teachers are 
people who couldn’t: find 
themselves a niche in this 
world of opportunities. 

The student - vocation 
cannot be defined in terms 
of the future. Student life 
is a time set for develop- 
ment. Defining this devel-

Others besides the nun talked to her of 
God.

A gallery in the catacombs of St. Sebastian 


Lessons of Faith from the Catacombs 


Continued from page 1 


extended to the poor, the galleries under 
the surface stretched farther and farther. 
In the course of time these cemeteries 
became Church property and were ad- 
ministered by the Roman clergy. 

The cemetery of Priscilla on Via 
Salaria Nova, for example, is named for 
its foundress who was surely a noble 
Roman woman belonging to the senator- 
ial family of Acilii Glabriones. For al- 
most three hundred years it served as a 
Christian burial place. 

During the course of those centuries 
devotion to the martyrs developed. Elab- 
orate cemeterial basilicas and churches 
gradually took shape in or above the 
catacombs. Pilgrims came from France, 
Spain, England, and Germany. Their 
ancient itineraries have been of great 
archeological value in locating and iden- 
tifying the subterranean areas which 
were neglected and forgotten from the 
ninth to the sixteenth century. The 
shrines of the martyrs were damaged by 
the invasion of the Goths and by the 
Lombard wars. Rome declined. During 
the ninth century all the relics of the 
martyrs were removed and deposited 
in churches within the city. The cata- 
combs. became blocked with earth and 
covered with wild vegetation. 

Since the accidental discovery of some 
catacombs in 1578 during work on a villa 
near Via Salaria Nova, there have been 
many stages of trial and error in their 
archeological history. The greatest era 
is that which dates from the time of 
Giovanni Battista de Rossi—sometimes 
called the “St. Thtmas of Christian 
archeology*—who performed monumen- 
tal work during the late nineteenth cen- 
tury. 

Thanks to De Rossi, his predecessors 
and his successors, the faith and devotion 
of the early Christians is an encourage- 
ment to us today. In the crypts, galleries, 
paintings, and sepulchral inscriptions we 


can find abundant inspiration. Well- 
preserved frescoes depict biblical scenes 
—motives of hope and faith—Daniel, safe 
in the lions’ den; the three young men in 
the fiery furnace; Moses bringing forth 
water out of the rock, and the favorite 
symbol of the resurrection—Jonah, 
whale and all. | 

New Testament scenes also stress con- 
fidence: Lazarus, raised miraculously by 
Him who is “the Resurrection and the 
Life’; Christ speaking to the woman at 
the well, promising her the water of 
eternal life. Christ: the wonderworker, 
Christ the compassionate, but of all the 
representations of Christ the most fre- 
quent is that of Christ the Good Shep-« 
herd. 

The epitaphs, too, bear witness to the 
deep understanding they had of Chris- 
tian life and death. On pagan tombs 
archeologists have found such hopeless 
expressions as these: 

Into nothing from nothing. How quick- 
ly we go. 

Once we were not, now we are as we 
were. 

I was not. I was. I am not. I care not. 

Contrast the bitter words on the tomb 
of a ten-year old pagan boy: Curse the 
harshness of my lot with that found on 
the tomb of a child in. the catacombs of 
Pamphilus: To .Aproniane, most sweet 
daughter, who lived five yeats and five 
months, the parents have prepared (the 
sepulchre) to the well deserving one.

Tue Sportswriter whose annual football 
: ts in an average season take him from 
Philadelphia to Los Angeles, from East Lansing, Mich. 
to Miami, Fla. with assorted side trips to Dallas, 
Texas or Chapel Hill, North Carolina, gets little sym- 
pathy from his non-sports writing friends. : 
When that same assignment each year is to follow 
the winningest and most famous team in college foot- 
ball—the Fighting Irish of Notre Dame—comments 


vary from “you lucky stiff” to “what do you mean— 
work?” 


For the fan who thinks “ail you have to do is get 
paid for watching football games,” it might be well to 
recall Nov. 6, 1954, the last time the Fighting Irish 
visited Franklin Field, Philadelphia. 

As that day dawned—or perhaps I should say 
blitzed me out of a comfortable night’s sleep at our 
Warwick Hotel headquarters, the phone jangled im- 
patiently. In the not-yet-light gloom of the room. the 
voice on the other end said: “South Bend calling.” 

Was it something serious at home? No such dis- 
aster. Instead it was the office. A call from the office 
is a comforting thing. It makes you seem wanted— 
especially on payday. 

This time it wag the city editor. He wanted some 
non-football inforrffation, and he wanted it pronto, 
South Bend at the time was in the process of chang- 
ing from Central Standard Time to Eastern Standard 
Time, a circumstance which might alter dealings with 


‘the University of Notre Dame. If the University would 


elect to do business on the opposite time... 

“Would you contact the University President— 
Rev. Theodore Hesburgh, C.S.C.—and ask his feelings 
on the matter?” YE city editor asked. Or perhaps it 
was a demand. 

South Bend’s time problems and what Notre 
Dame would do about them are not for discussion 
here. But the incident establishes the hour of arising 
at about 6:30 a.m. 

After disposing of this item of business, thoughts 
of a morning in bed were cast aside. The “all you get 
paid to do. is watch football” business started again 
at noon when we set out for Franklin Field for the 
1:30 o'clock game. : 

For the record book, many of you recall that 
Ralph Guglielmi completed 13 out of 19 passes for 
260 yards and an easy 42-7 Irish victory. 

In the third period, Penn drove for its only touch- 
down and herein starts another part of the story, 
though the incident was certainly overlooked at the 
moment. 

As Walt Hynoski slammed into the line for 11 
yards and the touchdown, center and linebacker Dick 
Szymanski of the Irish was blocked cleanly but sharp- 
ly by a Quaker lineman. Momentarily shaken up by 
the block, Szymanski recovered in time to take part in 
the extra point play and he then stayed in the game 
for nine plays in the next Notre Dame drive to score. 

After the game, as stories were being written in 
the pressbox, Szymanski. didn’t even report to the 
trainer for treatment. While the Irish partisans were 
celebrating the usual victory, the press box’ showed 
the only life in Franklin Field. 

It was well past 6:30 p.m. when the late Arch 
Ward of the Chicago Tribune joined me for the long 
hike down from the press box of the. stadium. (Just 
for the record. it’s much easier coming down than 
going up.) 

No taxis being available and not many street cars, 
hitch-hiking seemed like the best bet for a ride to the 
Warwick. A fruitless half-hour of this ended with a 
street car ride and it was well past 8 p.m. when we 
arrived in our room. 

After dinner we returned to the hotel for that 
good night’s sleep at 11:30 p.m. “Well, that hectic day 
is over,” we sighed just as a member of the football 
squad rushed up ‘to ask, “did you hear about Szysmo 
(nickname for Szymanski) ?” | | 

Szymanski was in the hospital after collapsing in 
the home of a Philadelphia teammate, Ed Cook. A 
quick cab ride to University Hospital followed. 
Szymanski was indeed there, conscious but in great 
exer operation to remove a ruptured spleen fol- 
lowed several hours later. But for a long time things 
were touch and go for a sports reporter. And life and 
death for Szymanski. | 

The home office was duly informed of the opera- 
tion and it turned out that our paper was the only 
one in the nation with the story.on Sunday morning. 

But by the time we again reached the softness of 
our hotel bed it was 5:30 a.m.—23 hours after the 
phone had sounded on Saturday morning. To any 
“all you do is get paid to watch football” heckler, the 
answer would have been slightly more expressive 
than “nuts.” 

Not: that football isn’t fun. As the home town 
sports editor, you get to know the Notre Dame players 
personally, too personally at times. — |

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— iin Fan Clubs—More 
on TV Poll 


By now I have had a chance to study the re- 
sults of our high school TV poll a little more closely. 
Two items in that poll seem rather unrelated at first 
glance but when you look again there appears a defi- 
nite connection. | 


The one is that when the question was asked “are 
there any TV shows not of a strictly religious nature 


which you think advance the cause of religion, culture 


and high ideals in youth?” the answer came back 100% 
naming the Loretta Young Show. 


The other is the question referring to member- 
ship in “fan clubs.” To this only 495 students out of a 
possible 13.141 answered they. belonged to fan clubs. 
In other words an overwhelming majority (96%) said 
they did not belong to these clubs. Not only that, many 
of the students werit on to criticize these clubs say- 
ing that they were mere publicity stunts and an insult 
to one’s. intelligence. 


Now how are these two items connected? Well, 
let’s take another squint at the item about the fan 
clubs. I, for one, had always thought that most of our 
teenaged youth belonged to these clubs. Of course, 
I was basing my opinion on what some of the “names” 
themselves were saying. That is they were claiming 
huge followings. And from time to time you would 
see a picture in the newspapers showing some star like 
Johnny Raye losing his coat, buttons and other articles 
of clothing to a “wild mob of teenagers’ —hundreds of 
them. 


All very convincing. 


But our poll makes us wonder about this. Of 
course, we didn’t survey all American teenaged youth 
on this, nor even all Catholic. But we did hit 13,141 
Catholic youth indiscriminately, here and there; and 
they surely seemed to. welcome the chance to say that 
these clubs were strictly for the birds. This is some- 
thing that should be known and I’m giad of the oppor- 
tunity to report it. If our young people don’t want to 
be represented by a “rock ‘n roll” minority this is 
entirely to their credit and I think we should be proud 
of them for it. Even the 495 who did say they belonged 
to fan clubs named Eddie Fisher and Perry Como as 
their idols and I think most people will agree that 
these two are among the gentlemen of television. 


But now comes the other item, the one about the 
Loretta Young Show. Here our young people turned 
around and picked out a wonderful star and a show 
as the prime example of what they lke on a non- 
religious TV presentation. 


But more than that, this choice came right out of 
the thin air. We did not suggest a brace of three or 
four names and then ask the students to take their 
choice. We did not “plant” any questions. We simply 
wanted to know whether there were any shows on TV 
which, though not of a religious nature, advanced the 
cause of religion, culture and high ideals. The name 
of@Loretta Young came out on every answer. There 
were others—Medic, Omnibus—but even when these 
were named Miss Young’s name was always included, 


This is a tremendous tribute to Loretta Young. 
She was a spontaneous choice. Her name was not 
solicited. 


It is also a tribute to the great majority of our 
young. people. In choosing Miss Young and her show 
in the manner in which they did, our youth have ef- 
fectively spiked the erroneous opinions that they go 
only for the emotional, hysterical stuff. They have 
given the lie to those who claim these youth as their 
rabid “clothes-picking” followers. And they have put 
their stamp of grateful approval on Miss Young and 
others who will give them the example of culture, high 
ideals and decency which they have a right to ) expect 
from all their elders. 


These two items then—the fan clubs and Loretta 
Young—are connected. On the one hand our young 
people reject:what they consider silly and on the other 
they place a positive choice of that which is good, 
wholesome and cultural. 


We hope our teenaged youth continue to hold out 
for their high ideals and that they will not fall for 
the diabolical propoganda that they have to be bad 
because some people say they are bad. And we hope 
Miss Young and the others of her calibre in the TV 
entertainment field will continue to produce the kind 
of shows which these young people really want, not 
what some people say they want.

In the Catholic philosophy as I 
learned it, Truth is not simply rever- 
ed: it is deified.

ing doctrines as birth control, pro- 
miscuity, divorce, mercy-killing—and 
automatic salvation! 

Let us see just what the Church 
teaches about Purgatory as a matter of 
faith. In her principal de fide (of 
faith) decrees on the subject, the 
Church has declared that the doctrine 
has been revealed by God and is, 
therefore, binding on the conscience 
under pain of heresy. The Council of 
Trent: declared that “the Catholic 
Church, instructed by the Holy Ghost, 
has, from the sacred writings and the 
ancient tradition of the Fathers, taught 
in sacred councils that there is a Pur- 
gatory, and that the souls detained in 
it are helped by the suffrages of the 
faithful, especially by the most ac- 
ceptable sacrifice of the altar.” 

More than a century before the 
Council of Trent decree, the Council 
of Florence had decreed: 

“If men have died penitent in the 
love of God, and have not made satis- 
faction by fruits worthy of penance 
for sins of omission and commission, 


their souls are purified after death by 


purgatorial pains, and in order that 
they may be rescued from these pains, 
they are benefitted by the suffrages 
of the living faithful, namely, the 
sacrifice of thé Mass, prayers, alms, 
and other works éf piety.” 

A éareful study of the Church’s 
doctrine on Purgatory makes it read- 
ily apparent that as a matter of faith 
we are obliged to believe, first, that 
there is a Purgatory; second, that 
after death, souls suffer in this state 
for their sins; and third, that it 1s 
within the power of those remaining 
on earth to help souls in Purgatory. 
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hereafter that God has not revealed to 


comfort in their purgatorial suffering. 


Non-Catholic opponents of the doc- 
trine of Purgatory frequently contend 
that there is nothing in the Scriptures 
to support the Catholic view that there 
is a Purgatory. The informed Catholic 
can set the misinformed Protestant 
straight. on this point by referring 
him to the second book of Machabees, 
containing this passage: ' 

“It is, therefore, a holy and whole- 
some thought to pray for the dead, 
that they may be loosed from their 
sins.” He may add a little vigor to the 
argument by demanding to know 
where these souls have been con- 
signed “that they may be loosed from 
their sins.” They certainly cannot be 
in Heaven, where there is no sin, nor 
can they be in Hell, where there is 
no forgiveness. Logically, there re- 
mains only Purgatory, from which 
they can be loosed from sin, because 
to be so “loosed” means to be cleansed 
or purged. 

Many Catholics waste precious time
